A  life  sketching  group  for  artist  members  meets  every 
Monday  night  at  the  Club.  Other  painting  and  drawing 
classes  are  available  during  the  week  to  members  and  non- 
members  who  wish  to  learn  or  to  improve.  Classes  are 
conducted  hy  prominent  artist  members. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  to  which  members  may 
bring  their  friends,  offer  other  unique  evenings  at  the 
Salmagundi  Club.  The  public  is  invited  to  demonstrations, 
by  well-known  artists,  of  the  individual  techniques  used 
in  the  creation  of  a  work  of  art.  Audiences  can  witness 
the  coming-alive  of  paintings  by  men  whose  names  are 
associated  with  the  great  museums  and  private  collections 
of  the  world. 

Galleries  are  open  to  all.  Exhibitions  are  inaugurated  with 
receptions  and  dinners  for  artists  and  members.  There  is  an 
annual  watercolor  and  sculpture  show,  an  oil  show,  a. 
drawing  and  print  exhibit,  a  summer  show,  special  exhibi¬ 
tions  and  a  thumb-box  painting  exhibition,  so-named  for 
the  tiny  paint-boxes,  which  artists  often  carry  in  their 
coat  pockets. 

Salmagundi's  services  to  artists  are  part  of  a  tradition 
that  grows  and  is  enhanced  each  year.  It  offers  professional 
and  financial  assistance  to  painters  and  sculptors  at  critical 
periods  in  their  personal  lives.  These  grants  are  made 
possible  through  restricted  funds  received  as  bequests  or 
gifts  in  trust.  rr
